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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Trustees  and  Overseers  of  Bowdoin  College : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
academic  year  1911-12: 

Hon.  William  Pierce  Frye,  LL.D.,  died  on  the  eighth  day  of 
August,  191 1,  in  the  eighty-first  year  of  his  age.  Senator 
Frye  graduated  from  Bowdoin  College  in  1850.  In  1861, 
1862,  and  1867  ne  was  a  member  of  the  Maine  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives;  from  1866  to  1867  Mayor  of  Lewiston;  from 
1867  to  1870  attorney-general;  from  1871  to  1881  a  member 
of  the  National  House  of  Representatives;  from  1881  to  191 1 
United  States  Senator;  from  1896  to  191 1  President  pro  tem- 
pore of  the  Senate.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Paris  Peace 
Commission  to  adjust  terms  between  Spain  and  the  United 
States. 

He  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  the  College  in  1889; 
was  an  Overseer  from  1872  to  1881,  and  had  been  since  1881 
a  Trustee.  He  was  indefatigable  in  the  support  of  American 
shipping  and  fisheries,  the  protective  tariff,  the  welfare  of  the 
colored  race,  and  honorable  foreign  relations. 

He  was  eloquent,  able,  sincere,  courageous,  kindly,  charit- 
able, true  to  what  be  believed,  loyal  to  what  he  represented. 

In  the  complex  life  of  today  there  is  just  one  test  of  a  man's 
honesty  that  really  counts,  compared  with  which  all  other 
tests  and  temptations  are  mere  child's  play.  That  is  the  power 
to  draw  a  clear,  sharp  line  between  one's  personal  interests  as 
an  individual,  and  one's  social  obligation  as  a  business  or  po- 
litical representative  of  the  interests  of  others.  Every  man 
in  business,  professional,  or  public  life  stands  in  that  double 
relation;  and  the  test  of  character  is  the  power  to  do  that 
double  work  with  a  single  eye. 

Senator  Frye  was  repeatedly  offered  opportunities  to  make 
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money  in  ways  which  many  persons  would  have  thought  legit- 
imate, by  following  suggestions  about  investments  made  by 
persons  intensely  interested  in  legislation,  to  whom  he  might 
be  considered  under  obligation,  if  he  profited  by  their  advice. 
All  such  opportunities  he  persistently  declined.  A  railroad 
magnate,  who  had  many  favors  to  ask  of  Congress,  remarked 
that  he  had  found  in  all  his  acquaintance  with  public  men  no 
other  to  be  compared  with  Senator  Frye  in  his  unswerving 
honesty.  Said  this  railroad  magnate,  "I  repeatedly  put  large 
opportunities  in  the  way  of  Senator  Frye  for  gaining  wealth 
in  a  perfectly  legitimate  manner  in  connection  with  great 
business  enterprises ;  but  he  always  firmly  replied :  T  must  de- 
cline. I  cannot  for  my  own  gain  be  suspected  by  any  man  of 
subordinating  public  interests  to  my  private  welfare/  " 

John  Smith  Sewall,  D.D.,  died  October  n,  191 1,  in  the 
eighty-second  year  of  his  age.  Professor  Sewall  graduated 
from  Bowdoin  College  in  1850.  For  four  years  he  was  Cap- 
tain's clerk  on  the  U.  S.  frigate  Saratoga.  He  graduated 
from  Bangor  Seminary  in  1858;  and  served  as  Chaplain  of 
the  8th  Massachusetts  Volunteers  in  1864.  From  1867  to  1875 
he  was  professor  of  Rhetoric,  Oratory  and  English  Literature 
in  Bowdoin  College.  Since  1875  as  professor  or  lecturer  he 
has  taught  homiletics,  pastoral  theology  and  related  subjects 
in  Bangor  Theological  Seminary.  He  received  the  Degree  of 
D.D.  from  Bowdoin  College  in  1878.  He  was  an  Overseer  of 
the  College  from  1875  to  1885;  and  since  1885  a  Trustee.  He 
has  been  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1901. 

Sixty-six  years  ago  a  class  of  thirty-two  entered  Bowdoin 
College — a  small  class  as  university,  and  college  and  even 
high  school  classes  run  today.  Yet  out  of  that  class  of  thirty- 
two  have  come,  William  S.  Gardner,  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts ;  John  N.  Jewett,  a  leader  of  the  Chi- 
cago Bar ;  Charles  Carroll  Everett,  Dean  of  the  Harvard  Di- 
vinity School;  General  O.  O.  Howard,  the  Christian  soldier; 
Senator  William  P.  Frye,  the  incorruptible  statesman;  and 
last  to  leave  us  Professor  Sewall. 

Bowdoin  College  has  sons  whom  she  recalls  with  honor  and 
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affection  in  every  walk  of  life : — soldiers,  scholars,  merchants, 
manufacturers,  lawyers,  physicians,  statesmen,  explorers; — 
but  none  whose  character  she  holds  in  deeper  reverence. 

In  the  specific  work  of  teaching  in  theological  seminaries 
Bowdoin  has  had  great  sons:  Henry  B.  Smith,  Calvin  E. 
Stowe,  Daniel  R.  Goodwin,  Egbert  C.  Smyth,  Charles  Carroll 
Everett,  Samuel  Harris,  but  none  more  beloved  by  his  stu- 
dents than  Professor  Sewall.  For  he  taught  not  by  the  intel- 
lect alone,  but  by  his  total  character;  not  by  what  he  said 
alone,  but  by  what  he  was. 

Hon.  Franklin  Augustus  Wilson,  LL.D.,  died  July  2,  191 1, 
in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  his  age.  He  graduated  from 
Bowdoin  College  in  the  class  of  1854.  He  has  been  an  Over- 
seer of  the  College  since  1893.  He  received  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  from  the  College  in  1902. 

He  was  President  of  the  Penobscot  Savings  Bank,  Director 
of  the  First  National  Bank  in  Bangor;  a  Trustee  of  the  Pub- 
lic Library ;  Director  and  at  one  time  President  of  the  Maine 
Central  Railroad ;  and  President  of  the  Penobscot  Bar  Asso- 
ciation. Beginning  his  practice  of  law  at  a  time  when  cases 
were  too  often  conducted  with  declamation  and  acrimony,  he 
relied  on  candor  and  urbanity  and  was  a  pioneer  in  settling 
cases  as  far  as  possible  out  of  court.  He  conducted  large  cor- 
porate interests  with  diligence,  skill,  and  liberality;  and  gave 
generously  of  his  time,  money,  judgment  and  influence  to 
every  movement  which  he  believed  to  be  for  the  welfare  of 
the  community.  In  him  geniality,  courtesy,  strength  and  hu- 
mor were  combined  to  form  a  charming  personality.

While  the  College  is  equally  grateful  for  all  these  gifts, 
whether  small  or  large,  it  is  proper  to  make  special  mention 
of  two  gifts  on  account  of  their  timeliness  and  size.     Mr. 
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George  S.  Bowdoin,  a  representative  of  the  family  of  the 
founder  of  the  College,  started  the  subscription  with  a  gift  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  later,  when  it  seemed  very  doubt- 
ful whether  we  could  complete  the  subscription  by  Commence- 
ment and  so  secure  the  conditional  gifts,  gave  an  additional 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Hon.  John  S.  Hyde,  son  of 
General  Thomas  Worcester  Hyde  of  the  Class  of  1861,  offered 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  build  The  General  Thomas 
W.  Hyde  Athletic  Building  in  memory  of  his  father.  When 
it  became  apparent  that  such  a  building  would  cost  more  than 
that  sum,  he  increased  his  subscription  by  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, making  his  total  subscription  thirty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  entire  cost  of  one  building,  and  the  largest  single 
contribution  toward  the  other  came  from  these  two  donors, 
and  the  time  and  manner  in  which  these  contributions  were 
given  were  absolutely  essential  helps  in  securing  the  remain- 
der. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Albion  S.  Whitmore  the  Medical 
School  will  receive  his  medical  library  "including  all  books, 
pamphlets,  journals  and  periodicals  of  every  kind  relating  to 
the  subject  of  medicine  or  surgery."  On  the  termination  of  a 
trust  in  behalf  of  his  relatives  the  College  will  receive  the 
sum  of  $5,000,  "said  sum  to  be  known  as  or  added  to  the  1875 
Class  Fund :"  and  Lambda  Chapter  of  Zeta  Psi  Fraternity  will 
receive  the  sum  of  $500. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Almira  K.  Hasty  the  College 
will  receive  the  sum  of  $1,000  "to  be  known  as  the  Hasty 
Scholarship  Fund,  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended  annual- 
ly for  a  scholarship  to  be  known  as  the  Hasty  Scholarship." 
In  the  award  of  this  scholarship  preference  is  to  be  given  to 
students  who  are  residents  of  Portland  or  of  Cape  Elizabeth ; 
but  the  expression  of  this  wish  is  not  to  control  the  discretion 
and  determination  of  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Col- 
lege. Under  this  will,  also,  on  the  death  of  certain  benefi- 
ciaries, and  before,  in  so  far  as  in  the  judgment  and  discretion 
of  the  Trustees  established  by  the  will  it  may  be  safe  and  pru- 
dent to  do  so,  the  College  will  receive  a  permanent  fund  to  be 
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Called  The  Elihu  Hasty  Fund.  Two-thirds  of  the  income  of 
this  fund,  estimated  at  $800,  is  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Medical  School  of  Maine;  and  the  remaining  one-third  of 
the  income  is  to  be  added  yearly,  or  oftener  if  may  be,  to  The 
Elihu  Hasty  Fund  until  said  fund  shall  reach  the  sum  of  $50,- 
000,  when  the  entire  income  thereof  is  to  be  expended  and 
used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Medical  School  of  Maine.  To 
this  bequest  is  attached  the  request  that  the  President  and 
Trustees  of  the  College  enforce  the  performance  of  the  con- 
tract and  obligation  of  the  City  of  Portland  to  provide  per- 
petual care  for  the  lot  in  Evergreen  Cemetery  where  Miss 
Hasty's  father,  Elihu  Hasty,  is  buried,  and  to  repair  the 
stones  in  the  lot  at  the  expense  of  the  income  of  the  Elihu 
Hasty  Fund. 

The  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  H.  Heath  contains  sixteen  legacies, 
amounting  in  all  to  $45,000,  and  then  provides  as  follows : 
"All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  property  I  give, 
devise  and  bequeath  to  my  brother,  Nathaniel  Conant,  of  said 
Brookline,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  him,  his  successors  and  as- 
signs, to  his  and  to  their  own  use  and  behoof  forever,  in  trust 
nevertheless  for  the  following  purpose,  to  wit :  to  manage,  in- 
vest and  re-invest  the  said  property,  and  to  pay  from  the  net 
income  thereof  to  Maggie  Heath  the  sum  of  $125  per  month 
during  the  term  of  her  natural  life ;  to  permit  the  balance  of 
said  net  income  to  accumulate  as  a  part  of  the  principal  of 
said  trust  fund,  and  upon  the  death  of  said  Maggie  Heath,  to 
assign,  transfer,  set  over  and  convey  said  property  to  Bow- 
doin  College,  of  Brunswick,  Maine,  free  and  discharged  of  all 
trusts,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  of  said  college.  This  gift  I 
make  in  memory  of  my  deceased  brother,  Edward  C.  Conant." 
The  value  of  this  bequest  will  probably  be  $50,000. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Woodhull 
Perry  the  College  has  received  the  sum  of  $9,500  ($10,000  less 
the  inheritance  tax  claimed  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts)  to 
be  used  to  found  and  maintain  a  scholarship  to  be  named  for 
the  testatrix's  father  The  Richard  Woodhull  Scholarship,  in 
the  assignment  of  which  from  time  to  time  preference  shall  be 
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given  to  his  descendants  whenever  any  such  shall  be  available. 
Rev.  Richard  Woodhull  was  an  alumnus  of  the  Class  of  1827. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Dana  Estes  the  College  has  received 
three  Tanagra  terra  cotta  figurines,  which  were  pronounced 
by  the  British  Museum  expert  to  be  genuine  antiquities;  also 
a  reproduction  of  a  well  known  Tanagra  Figurine  to  be  ex- 
hibited with  the  genuine  ones  to  show  the  difference  between 
them  and  the  modern  imitations:  also  the  sum  of  $2,533.75  to 
establish  a  permanent  scholarship. 

The  College  has  received  from  a  friend  who  wishes  to  re- 
main unnamed  a  gift  of  $i,oco  to  be  used  as  part  of  an  endow- 
ment fund  to  maintain  the  Edward  Mason  Dispensary ;  but  to 
be  kept  as  a  special  fund  in  memory  of  Dr.  C.  W.  Whitmore 
of  the  Medical  Class  of  1839. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Inez  A.  Blanchard  the  College 
has  received  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  establish  a  scholarship  in 
the  department  of  Chemistry,  to  be  known  as  The  Edward  F. 
Moody  Scholarship.  One-twentieth  of  the  net  annual  income 
is  to  be  annually  added  to  the  principal,  and  the  residue  of  the 
net  annual  income  is  to  be  annually  paid  to  one  or  more  meri- 
torious students  whose  proficiency  in  chemistry  is  marked  and 
promising. 

On  September  19,  191 1  Mr.  Hugh  J.  Chisholm  generously 
offered  to  furnish  the  necessary  amount  of  land  required  for  a 
dispensary  in  Portland,  to  be  used  by  the  Medical  School  of 
Maine,  and  money  sufficient  to  erect  and  equip  such  a  build- 
ing, on  condition :  First,  that  the  building  and  equipment 
shall  cost  not  to  exceed  $23,000,  exclusive  of  land.  Second, 
that  an  endowment  fund  of  not  less  than  $50,000  shall  be  es- 
tablished for  the  permanent  conduct  of  this  Dispensary,  the 
principal  to  be  kept  intact  and  the  interest  only  to  be  used  in 
the  administration  of  the  Dispensary.  Third,  that  the  build- 
ing be  known  as  The  Edward  Mason  Dispensary. 

Attempts  were  made  at  once  to  meet  the  second  condition, 
and  several  generous  pledges  were  secured,  some  of  which 
have  been  paid,  and  most  of  which  we  are  assured  will  re- 
main valid  although  the  letter  of  the  condition  on  which  they 
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were  given  has  not  been  fulfilled.  The  fact  that  our  alumni 
and  others  had  been  called  on  so  recently,  both  for  the  En- 
dowment Fund  and  for  the  Gymnasium  Fund,  rendered  it  im- 
possible at  once  to  meet  this  second  requirement.  The  Fi- 
nance Committee,  however,  offered  to  under-write  the  balance 
of  the  subscription,  using  for  the  purpose  securities  held  by 
the  College.  This  arrangement,  while  not  what  Mr.  Chisholm 
originally  contemplated,  was  yet  accepted  by  him  in  view  of 
the  special  difficulties  encountered  in  raising  the  entire  sub- 
scription so  soon  after  the  other  two;  and  on  March  first  he 
telegraphed  from  Palm  Beach  accepting  the  conditions,  and 
offering  to  furnish  money  to  the  committee  from  time  to  time 
as  it  is  called  for  by  their  contract.  Accordingly,  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Dispensary  have  accepted  the  offer  of  land  and 
money,  and  let  the  contract;  and  the  building  will  be  erected 
during  the  summer.  This  generous  and  timely  gift  meets  a 
long  felt  need  of  the  Medical  School ;  and,  together  with  plans 
now  well  under  way  for  the  employment  of  six  full-time  in- 
structors, removes  the  specific  grounds  for  the  criticism  made 
on  the  Medical  School  two  years  ago  by  the  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion. 

THE  NEW  GYMNASIUM 

In  response  to  a  call  for  contributions  by  the  Committee  on 
the  new  Gymnasium,  the  alumni,  students  and  friends  of  the 
College  gave  their  hearty  support,  and  although  $100,000 
was  all  that  was  at  first  asked,  by  Commencement  of  191 1 
we  were  able  to  announce  that  this  amount  had  been 
oversubscribed  by  more  than  $5,000.  During  the  summer 
when  it  was  learned  that  the  buildings  as  proposed  would  cost 
more  than  was  expected,  the  donor  of  the  funds  for  the  Gen- 
eral Thomas  Worcester  Hyde  Athletic  Building  generously 
added  $10,000  to  the  amount  already  subscribed. 

A  significant  fact  in  connection  with  the  raising  of  the  nec- 
essary funds  for  the  gymnasium  was  the  manner  in  which  the 
undergraduates  gave  their  support  to  the  project.  During 
the  spring  of  191 1,  when  efforts  were  being  made  to  raise 
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money,  the  subject  of  the  new  gymnasium  was  presented  to 
the  undergraduates  at  the  annual  Spring  Rally  in  Memorial 
Hall.  No  subscription  was  taken  immediately,  and  no  at- 
tempt was  made  to  take  advantage  of  the  temporary  enthu- 
siasm of  the  occasion.  During  the  next  few  days,  however, 
with  ample  time  afforded  for  reflection  and  consultation  with 
parents,  the  students  of  the  College  pledged  over  $8,000,  and 
students  of  the  Medical  School  over  $1,000. 
The  gymnasium  is  located  between  the  Sargent  Gymnasium 
and  the  Observatory.  It  faces  out  on  the  quadrangle  between 
King  Chapel  and  Maine  Hall,  just  as  Sargent  Gymnasium 
faces  out  between  Maine  Hall  and  Winthrop  Hall.  The  Ath- 
letic Building  lies  at  the  east  end  of  the  gymnasium,  so  that 
the  rear  wall  of  the  gymnasium  is  a  part  of  the  wall  of  the 
athletic  building. 

Both  buildings  are  of  brick  with  split  face  granite  trim- 
mings. The  architecture  is  Colonial  and  harmonizes  with  the 
Sargent  Gymnasium  and  the  dormitories. 

The  new  gymnasium  is  140  feet  by  80  feet.  A  grade  sur- 
mounted by  granite  steps  leads  up  to  the  front  entrance.  The 
entrance  hall  is  17  feet  by  14  feet  and  is  paved  with  red  tile. 
On  either  side  broad  staircases  lead  to  the  first  floor  and 
opposite  the  main  entrance  granite  steps  lead  down  to  the 
ground  floor. 

The  ground  floor  is  ten  inches  above  the  ground  level.  A 
corridor  ten  feet  wide  extends  from  the  stone  steps  to  the  en- 
trance of  the  athletic  building.  Opening  from  this  on  the 
north  side  are:  the  office  for  managers  of  athletic  teams,  the 
office  of  the  athletic  instructor,  the  boxing  room,  the  fencing 
room,  and  the  hand-ball  room.  On  the  south  side  of  the  cor- 
ridor are:  the  dressing  room  for  the  faculty,  the  general 
dressing  room,  and  two  large  store  rooms.  All  of  these  rooms 
with  the  exception  of  those  for  the  shower  baths,  will  have 
granolithic  floors  and  base  and  sheathed  ceilings.  The  room 
for  the  shower  baths  will  have  an  asphalt  floor  and  base. 

The  managers'  room,  23  feet  square,  will  be  equipped  with 
desks  and  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  vari- 
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ous  athletic  departments.  The  office  of  the  athletic  instruc- 
tor is  32  feet  by  13  feet  and  will  be  suitably  furnished.  The 
boxing  room  is  32  feet  by  29  feet  and  the  fencing  room  32 
feet  by  30  feet.  Each  of  these  rooms  will  be  fitted  with  mats 
and  approved  apparatus.  The  room  for  hand-ball  is  32  feet 
by  26  feet. 

The  dressing  room  for  the  faculty,  23  feet  square,  will  be 
provided  with  lockers,  shower  baths,  and  toilet,  and  may  be 
used  by  visiting  teams.  The  main  locker  rooms  will  accom- 
modate 500  men,  and  between  the  two  sections,  each  32  feet 
by  30  feet,  will  be  a  room  with  four  hot  and  cold  showers,  a 
bath  room  fitted  with  two  set  tubs,  a  large  toilet  room,  and  a 
rubbing  room,  13  by  10  feet. 

At  the  far  end  of  the  corridor  is  the  entrance  to  the  ath- 
letic building,  and  a  staircase  five  feet  wide  leading  to  the 
first  floor  and  the  main  exercising  room.  A  small  corridor,  also, 
leads  to  a  side  entrance  which  will  be  used  in  reaching  the 
proposed  swimming  pool.  From  this  corridor  a  second  en- 
trance to  the  athletic  building  is  provided  for  the  baseball  men 
so  that  the  part  of  the  athletic  building  reserved  for  baseball 
practice  may  be  reached  without  interference  with  the  prac- 
tice of  the  track  squad. 

On  the  first  floor,  above  the  entrance  hall,  is  a  second 
hallway  from  which  another  staircase  leads  upward  to  the 
trophy  room.  Opposite  the  landing  of  the  main  staircases 
are  the  entrances  to  the  main  exercising  room.  To  the  left 
is  a  small  exercising  room  and  to  the  right  the  offices  of  the 
director. 

The  main  exercising  room  is  1 12  feet  by  j6  feet.  The  floor 
is  of  maple.  The  windows  at  the  sides  of  the  room  are  placed 
seven  feet  above  the  floor,  and  with  the  monitor  on  the  roof 
will  furnish  an  abundance  of  light.  For  evening  use,  the 
room  will  be  lighted  by  tungsten  lamps.  This  room  will  be 
equipped  with  the  most  approved  gymnastic  apparatus,  and 
will  be  used  for  class  exercises  and  drills.  It  will  also  furnish 
ample  space  for  Commencement  Dinners  and  the  larger  so- 
cial functions  pf  the  College.    At  the  east  end  of  the  room  i§ 
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the  staircase  leading  up  from  the  dressing  rooms,  and  a  door 
opening  directly  on  the  running  track  in  the  athletic  building. 
By  this  classes  may  be  sent  into  the  athletic  building  for  clos- 
ing the  regular  exercises. 

The  small  exercising  room  will  be  fitted  with  apparatus  in- 
tended for  the  development  of  students  with  special  deformi- 
ties or  weaknesses  and  for  carrying  out  specially  prescribed 
exercises. 

The  offices  of  the  director  will  be  furnished  with  facilities 
for  keeping  records  and  carrying  out  the  business  of  the  gym- 
nasium. The  physical  examinations  which  are  given  to  all 
students  on  entering  college  and  to  candidates  for  athletic 
teams  each  year  will  also  be  given  here.  Both  the  offices  and 
the  small  exercising  room  are  connected  with  toilet  rooms. 

Above  the  small  exercising  room,  hallway  and  offices  is  the 
trophy  room  and  visitors'  gallery,  j6  by  24  feet.  It  is  planned 
to  arrange  and  keep  here  all  athletic  trophies,  including  all 
cups,  pennants,  footballs  and  baseballs  ever  won  by  Bowdoin 
teams.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  all  athletic  trophies 
which  are  now  in  the  keeping  of  former  students.  Here  will 
also  be  displayed  the  pictures  of  old-time  and  later  teams  and 
athletes.  Arranged  around  the  trophy  room  will  be  tablets  on 
which  will  be  inscribed  the  names  of  all  who  have  contributed 
towards  the  building.  The  visitors'  gallery  will  look  out  upon 
the  gymnasium  floor  from  an  elevation  of  eleven  feet. 

THE    GENERAL    THOMAS    WORCESTER    HYDE 
ATHLETIC  BUILDING 

The  athletic  building  is  to  be  known  as  the  General  Thomas 
Worcester  Hyde  Athletic  Building  in  honor  of  the  late  Gen- 
eral Hyde  of  Bath,  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  College  in  the 

Class  of  1861.  The  building  is  given  by  Hon.  John  S.  Hyde,  a 
son  of  General  Hyde.  It  is  160  by  120  feet,  has  a  frame  of 
steel,  and  a  floor  of  screened  sub-soil  gravel.  In  addition  to 
the  entrances  from  thejgymnasium  it  will  bejprovided  with 
north  and  south  doors. 
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A  space  nearest  the  entrance  from  the  gymnasium,  the  en- 
tire width  of  the  building  and  40  feet  long,  will  be  used  for 
track  practice  and  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by 
a  net.  This  will  give  abundance  of  room  for  track  and  field 
sports.  Beyond  the  dividing  net  will  be  a  full  sized  baseball 
diamond  with  space  to  over-run  the  bases  by  nearly  fifteen 
feet.  On  the  diamond,  two  tennis  courts  can  be  marked  out 
for  the  use  of  those  interested  in  this  sport.  Football  goal 
posts  may  be  erected  at  one  end  of  the  building  so  as  to  give 
opportunity  for  practice  in  kicking  40-yard  goals.  The  build- 
ing will  also  serve  admirably  for  routine  football  practice 
when  the  weather  is  unsuitable  for  work  on  the  athletic  field. 

Extending  around  the  entire  building,  fourteen  feet  above 
the  floor,  will  be  a  running  track,  twelve  laps  to  the  mile,  ten 
feet  wide,  and  with  corners  raised  three  and  one-half  feet. 
The  double  pipe  railing  will  be  set  inside  the  supporting 
hangers  and  the  outside  of  the  track  will  be  protected  so  that 
a  clear  course  will  be  secured  with  the  slightest  possible  dan- 
ger of  accident.  The  running  track  will  be  protected  from 
the  baseball  diamond  by  a  net.  It  will  be  reached  by  circular 
iron  stairways  in  each  of  the  corners  of  the  athletic  building 
nearest  the  gymnasium  and  from  the  main  exercising  floor  of 
the  gymnasium. 

It  is  planned  to  utilize  the  athletic  building  for  the  annual 
athletic  exhibitions  and  indoor  meets.  For  these,  a  tempo- 
rary track  of  the  regulation  size  of  the  Boston  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation may  be  placed  on  the  floor  with  ample  room  inside  for 
the  field  events  and  outside  for  tiers  of  seats  for  spectators. 
The  overhead  running  track  can  also  be  utilized  for  a  specta- 
tor's gallery  for  these  events. 

The  gymnasium  will  be  constantly  supplied  with  fresh  air 
by  means  of  special  apparatus  located  in  the  blower  room  un- 
der the  main  entrance  hall,  the  only  part  of  the  entire  build- 
ing below  the  ground  level.  The  blower  which  will  cause  the 
circulation  of  air  will  be  driven  by  a  seven  and  one-half 
horse-power  electric  motor  and  will  be  capable  of  changing 
the  air  throughout  the  building  every  twenty  minutes.     The 
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fresh  air  will  be  drawn  into  the  athletic  building  and  partially 
heated  before  it  is  forced  throughout  the  gymnasium.  The 
air  ducts  will  run  under  the  floors  and  the  foul  air  will  be  dis- 
charged at  the  roof  on  either  side  of  the  front  entrance. 

The  heating  system  of  the  gymnasium  will  be  "direct-in- 
direct/' the  supply  being  taken  from  the  central  heating 
station  of  the  college.  The  athletic  building  will  be  heated 
by  the  direct  system,  the  pipes  being  placed  along  the  walls 
under  the  running  track.  The  hot  water  for  the  baths  will 
be  supplied  from  a  tank  and  heated  by  high  pressure  steam, 
independent  of  the  heating  system.  Plans  for  ventilation 
and  heating  were  furnished  by  the  Richard  D.  Kimball  Com- 
pany of  Boston. 

It  is  hoped  that  sometime  in  the  future  a  swimming  pool 
may  be  provided.  There  is  a  growing  belief  that  a  swim- 
ming pool  should  be  in  a  connected  building  rather  than  in  the 
gymnasium  itself,  and  in  arranging  the  buildings  the  archi- 
tects have  reserved  space  on  the  north  near  the  juncture  of 
the  gymnasium  and  the  athletic  building.  It  is  desired  to  build 
a  pool  75  feet  by  25  feet;  which  is  the  usual  size. 

The  architects  for  the  new  Gymnasium  and  General 
Thomas  Worcester  Hyde  Athletic  Building  are  Allen  &  Col- 
lens  and  Felix  A.  Burton  of  Boston.  The  general  contractors 
are  the  Tyson,  Weare  &  Marshall  Company  of  Boston. 
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A  HOUSE  FOR  NON-FRATERNITY  STUDENTS 

For  a  long  time  we  have  been  painfully  aware  of  a  serious 
inequality  in  social  opportunities  which  we  are  offering  our 
students.  This  inequality  is  not  the  fault  of  the  College  or 
any  of  its  officers;  but  has  come  about  by  the  operation  of 
causes  over  which  neither  the  Trustees,  Overseers  or  Faculty 
have  felt  called  upon  to  exercise  control.  While  the  College 
directly  does  nothing  for  one  group  of  students  which  it  does 
not  do  for  another,  yet,  indirectly,  through  the  fraternities 
and  the  support  of  their  alumni,  the  College  provides  attrac- 
tive houses,  and  board  under  reasonable  and  satisfactory  con- 
ditions, to  the  members  of  the  eight  fraternities,  who  consti- 
tute about  eight-ninths  of  the  student  body.  For  the  remain- 
ing one-ninth  nothing  is  done  except  what  the  students  are 
able  to  do  for  themselves.  As  a  result,  they  have  no  house 
where  several  of  them  can  room  and  all  can  come  for  meals 
and  social  intercourse.  This  places  them  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage in  comparison  with  the  other  eight-ninths  of  the 
students.  The  Faculty  has  long  been  aware  of  this  glaring 
inequality,  but  has  hesitated  to  take  the  initiative  in  correcting 
it.  This  year  the  students  themselves,  both  fraternity  and 
non-fraternity  men,  have  recognized  and  protested  against 
this  inequality ;  and  both  in  the  Orient  and  in  a  petition  have 
requested  the  Faculty  to  correct  it. 

Soon  after  the  matter  was  brought  to  our  attention  by  the 
students,  notice  was  received  from  the  Treasurer,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  vote  of  the  Finance  Committee,  that  one  of  the 
college  houses  would  be  for  rent  next  year.  The  Faculty 
promptly  took  up  the  petition  of  the  students  and  encouraged 
the  formation  of  a  society  open  to  all  non-fraternity  students, 
and  voted  to  ask  the  Finance  Committee  for  permission  to 
use  the  house  about  to  be  vacant  for  this  purpose.  In  response 
to  this  request  the  Finance  Committee  voted  to  allow  the  Fac- 
ulty to  use  this  house  in  such  ways  as  they  may  see  fit.  The 
Faculty  accepted  the  offer  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  ap- 
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pointed  a  committee  from  their  number  to  meet  a  similar 
committee  from  the  students  to  form  a  constitution.  This 
constitution,  which  has  the  approval  both  of  the  Faculty  and 
of  the  twenty  students  who  will  form  the  nucleus  of  the  new 
society,  provides  that  studies  and  chambers  in  the  house  shall 
be  rented  to  members  of  the  society  in  the  same  way  that 
rooms  in  dormitories  are  rented;  and  further  provides  that 
the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  rent  of  any  rooms  in 
the  house  that  remain  unoccupied.  The  Faculty  also  voted  to 
ask  the  Boards  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  to  furnish  the  kitchen,  din- 
ing room  and  living  rooms  of  the  house,  and  to  loan  a  small 
working  capital  to  the  society  for  the  first  few  days  of  the  new 
year  until  dues  and  board  can  be  collected.  The  constitution 
provides  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  such  portion  of  this 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  as  may  be  used  in  either  of  these  ways, 
and  also  for  an  annual  payment  of  five  per-cent  of  the  cost  of 
the  furniture,  to  cover  depreciation.  We  have  every  reason 
to  expect  that  in  addition  to  the  twenty  original  petitioners 
there  will  be  a  few  others  now  in  college  and  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen students  in  the  incoming  class,  making  a  membership  of 
between  thirty  and  forty  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  year. 

Provision  is  also  made  in  the  constitution  that  the  steward, 
on  whom  the  success  of  the  society  depends  more  than  on  any 
one  else,  shall  be  elected  by  the  student  members  from  nomi- 
nees selected  by  the  Faculty.  It  also  provides  for  permanent 
representation  of  the  Faculty  on  the  executive  committee  of 
the  society. 

While  every  precaution  has  been  taken  to  insure  the  finan- 
cial success  of  the  enterprise,  there  is  some  risk  of  slight  loss. 
The  Faculty,  however,  feel  very  strongly  that  the  risk  is  one 
which  the  College  ought  to  assume  in  view  of  the  serious  re- 
proach which  continued  inequality  in  treatment  of  students 
would  bring,  now  that  the  matter  has  been  brought  promi- 
nently to  student  and  public  attention;  and  the  great  advan- 
tages the  plan  will  bring  both  directly  to  the  students  immed- 
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iately  involved,  and  indirectly  to  the  College  as  a  whole.  Sev- 
eral eastern  colleges,  like  Wesleyan,  Union  and  Tufts,  when 
confronted  by  the  same  problem,  have  solved  it  by  establish- 
ing such  societies,  and  have  found  them  both  socially  and  fi- 
nancially successful. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  FACULTY 

Our  department  of  history  and  government  has  seemed  to 
be  fated  to  frequent  change.  Two  years  ago  we  lost  our  pro- 
fessor of  history  to  Yale,  and  our  assistant  professor  to  Chi- 
cago. Last  year  we  lost  our  professor  of  history  to  Harvard, 
and  our  assistant  professor  to  the  University  of  Texas. 

Efficient  and  acceptable  as  the  department  was  under  these 
men,  it  has  been  no  less  satisfactory  this  year  under  Profes- 
sor Lunt  and  Assistant  Professor  Hormell. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  McConaughy  the  work  of  the  Chris- 
tian Association  has  been  successfully  conducted  by  Mr. 
Ernest  Gibson  Fifield  of  the  Class  of  191 1. 

Dr.  Nathaniel  Edward  Loomis  has  proved  a  faithful  and 
efficient  instructor  in  chemistry. 

These  were  the  only  new  instructors  during  the  year;  and 
their  work  has  fitted  in  so  well  with  the  work  of  those  who 
have  been  here  longer,  that  there  has  been  no  break  in  the 
continuity  of  effective  and  acceptable  teaching  which  we  may 
trust  is  now  established. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

One  of  the  most  interesting  developments  in  the  course  of 
study  has  been  the  introduction  of  English  8.  A  few  of  the 
better  writers  in  college  made  a  request  for  a  course  in  ad- 
vanced composition.  Immediately,  six  of  the  professors  most 
interested  in  literature  offered  to  provide  such  a  course  on  the 
following  terms:  Each  professor  conducts  the  class  for  a 
short  period  in  the  study  and  practice  of  one  of  the  leading 
forms  of  literature.  At  the  end  of  this  period,  all  six  profes- 
sors meet  the  entire  class  for  the  criticism  of  the  work  done 
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during  the  period.    The  professors  and  subjects  are: — 

Professor  Mitchell;  oratory: 
Professor  Davis ;  the  short  story : 
Professor  Files ;  the  drama : 
Professor  Johnson;  translation: 
Dean  Sills;  verse: 
Mr.  Withington;  the  essay. 

The  number  of  students  was  limited  to  six,  and  these  were 
selected  in  competition  out  of  seventeen  applicants.  Thus  ad- 
mission to  this  course  constitutes  a  natural  premium  on  abil- 
ity to  write.  In  bringing  together  the  six  professors  most  in- 
terested in  literature  and  the  six  students  most  proficient  in 
writing,  this  course  carries  the  preceptorial  plan  of  instruc- 
tion probably  farther  than  it  has  ever  been  carried  before; 
and  in  time  and  attention  of  professors,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  students,  probably  represents  the  most  expensive 
course  ever  offered  undergraduates  in  any  college.  As  in  the 
courses  in  History  and  Government,  where  the  regular  pre- 
ceptorial practice  has  been  followed,  so  here  the  increased 
stimulus  and  interest  have  abundantly  justified  the  expendi- 
ture. 

In  Bowdoin,  as  in  all  colleges  at  the  present  time,  the  great- 
est interest  and  greatest  election  centers  in  the  department  of 
Economics  and  Sociology.  The  result  has  been  to  make  many 
of  the  classes  too  large  for  a  single  instructor  to  conduct.  In 
this  department  we  were  approaching  a  condition  of  over- 
crowding in  courses  which  it  is  the  special  province  of  the 
small  college  to  avoid.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  on  Va- 
cancies have  approved  the  appointment  of  an  additional  in- 
structor in  this  subject,  and  will  send  his  nomination  to  the 
Boards.  The  object  of  the  new  instructor  will  be  not  ma- 
terially to  increase  the  number  of  courses ;  but  to  diminish  the 
size  of  the  present  divisions,  and  give  to  the  individual  stu- 
dent in  these  courses  the  personal  attention  which  is  essential 
to  his  satisfactory  progress  in  the  study. 

There  is  serious  need  of  provision  for  training  and  instruc- 
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tion  in  Music.  Such  instruction  would  greatly  improve  both 
the  college  choir  and  the  glee  club.  At  present  both  of  these 
organizations  are  dependent  on  the  attainments  in  music 
which  students  bring  with  them  when  they  come  to  college. 
The  proposed  instructor  in  music  would  play  the  chapel  organ, 
lead  the  choir,  train  the  glee  club,  and  in  addition  give  one  or 
two  courses  in  music  which  would  count  toward  a  degree. 
As  this,  however,  is  a  new  department,  the  matter  has  not 
been  acted  on  by  the  Committee  on  Vacancies ;  but  will  come 
up  as  an  open  question  at  the  meeting  of  the  Boards  in  June. 
The  Faculty  are  heartily  in  favor  of  the  appointment  of  such 
an  instructor. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE 

A  few  years  ago  the  Boards  voted  to  grant  professors  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  on  half  salary  once  in  seven  years. 
While,  on  the  face  of  it,  this  provision  offers  equal  opportun- 
ity to  all,  it  practically  works  most  unjustly.  It  is  an  offer 
which  no  man  who  has  a  family  to  support,  and  is  dependent 
mainly  on  his  salary,  can  afford  to  accept.  It  is  in  the  interest 
of  the  College,  as  much  as  in  the  interest  of  the  individual 
professors,  that  this  opportunity  for  rest,  travel  and  study  be 
within  the  reach  of  all.  Accordingly,  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  this  offer  be  amended  so  as  to  give  once  in  seven 
years  opportunity  for  either  a  whole  year  on  half  salary,  or  a 
half  year  on  full  salary.  The  half  year  coupled  with  vacation 
gives  something  over  seven  months.  Many  colleges  at  the 
present  time  are  taking  this  step. 

THE  RECORD  OF  THE  YEAR 

On  the  whole  the  year  has  been  the  best  the  College  ever 
had.  The  magnificent  loyalty  of  the  undergraduates  has  been 
shown,  not  only  in  their  most  generous  subscription  to  the 
gymnasium,  but  in  willingness  to  drop  whatever  would  injure, 
and  to  adopt  whatever  would  help  the  work  and  reputation  of 
the  College.  Through  the  sectional  clubs,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  our  youngest  addition  to  the  Faculty  from  the  alumni, 
Professor  William  E.  Lunt,  Ph.D.,  of  the  Class  of  1904,  and 
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with  the  cooperation  of  influential  alumni,  especially  those 
engaged  in  teaching,  they  have  rendered  valuable  aid  to  the 
College. 

The  Bowdoin  Bureau,  established  by  members  of  the  Bow- 
doin  Club  of  Boston,  is  a  welcome  and  efficient  help,  both  in 
bringing  students  from  that  vicinity,  and  in  helping  graduates 
who  locate  there  to  find  promising  openings. 

The  Faculty,  besides  offering  courses  which  without  excep- 
tion command  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  students, 
are  each  and  all  generously  and  efficiently  rendering  one  or 
another  form  of  service  to  the  conduct  and  life  of  the  College, 
and  helping  to  make  it  the  wholesome,  happy  place  it  is  for 
all  who  teach  or  study  here. 

For  the  second  consecutive  time  a  Bowdoin  undergraduate, 
last  year  Air.  Earl  Baldwin  Smith,  this  year  Mr.  Arthur  Dee- 
han  Welch,  has  won  the  medal  in  the  annual  contest  of  the 
New  England  Intercollegiate  Oratorical  League,  held  this 
year  at  Brown  University.  The  other  colleges  included  in  the 
League  are  Amherst,  Brown,  Wesleyan  and  Williams.  Mr. 
Welch  won  a  unanimous  verdict  from  the  five  judges.  His 
subject  was  "The  Irish  Drama." 

NEEDS  OF  THE  COLLEGE' 

At  the  meeting  of  the  New  York  Alumni  in  January  I  said 
that  the  gymnasium  would  complete  what  is  for  our  present 
purposes  a  perfect  plant :  and  that  in  view  of  the  great  gen- 
erosity of  the  alumni  in  that  contribution,  and  the  recent  con- 
tribution to  the  endowment  fund,  they  would  not  be  solicited 
again  for  money  for  some  time  to  come.  Whereupon  I  was 
widely  quoted  as  saying  that  Bowdoin  College  has  everything 
it  wants,  and  needs  nothing. 

On  the  contrary  the  temporarily  perfected  plant  and  the  im- 
proving course  of  instruction  create  more  needs,  and  call  for 
more  funds  than  ever.  The  more  and  better  buildings  we 
have  the  more  the  expense  for  care,  heat,  light  and  repairs. 
The  better  the  instruction,  the  more  we  have  to  pay  our  in- 
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structors :  both  to  retain  them ;  and  to  enable  them  to  do  their 
best  work  when  retained.  The  more  students  we  have,  the 
more  scholarships,  loan  funds,  and  opportunities  to  earn 
money  we  must  provide. 

The  Visiting  Committee  this  year,  after  careful  considera- 
tion of  every  opportunity  for  economy,  felt  compelled  to  rec- 
ommend appropriations  amounting  to  thirteen  thousand  dol- 
lars in  excess  of  estimated  income.  To  be  sure  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  this  excess  is  for  special  objects  like  the  renovation 
of  the  heating  plant  and  the  General  Catalogue,  which  do  not 
regularly  recur.  That,  however,  leaves  an  excess  of  three 
thousand  dollars  for  regular  appropriations  over  the  antici- 
pated income.  Furthermore,  the  Trustees  and  Overseers  are 
assuming  an  increasing  responsibility  for  the  Medical  School, 
a  department  of  the  College  in  which  for  the  next  few  years 
increasing  requirements  on  the  one  hand,  and  diminution  of 
students  in  consequence  of  increased  requirements  on  the 
other  hand,  are  sure  to  bring  both  added  expense  and  dimin- 
ished income. 

Hence,  while  there  will  be  no  more  personal  solicitation  for 
the  present,  every  friend  of  the  College  who  desires  to  see 
it  not  only  go  forward,  but  even  avoid  falling  behind  rela- 
tively to  other  growing  institutions,  must  continue  to  give  un- 
solicited as  opportunity  offers:  and  above  all  remember  the 
College  generously  when  he  makes  his  will. 

For  while  fortunately  the  College  is  one  of  the  richest  in 
the  country  in  its  ability  to  give  the  students  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers  a  thorough,  broad,  and  individually  effective 
education,  it  is  poor,  as  all  live  institutions  are,  in  comparison 
with  the  modern  demands  for  individual  and  small  group  in- 
struction, in  an  ever-widening  range  of  subjects,  by  increas- 
ingly expensive  methods  and  equipment.

There  has  been  one  death  in  the  undergraduate  body  during 
the  academic  year,  that  of  Richard  Frazar  White,  of  the 
Class  of  1912,  who  was  lost  on  the  Titanic. 

The  net  loss  for  the  year,  22,  is  larger  than  that  for  last

year,  13;  while  the  actual  loss  is  5.7  per  cent  as  against  4.7 
per  cent  last  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  number  only 
concerns  the  college  from  September  to  May,  and  does  not  in- 
clude the  men  who  leave  college  at  the  end  of  the  academic 
year.  Of  the  22  students  withdrawn  or  removed,  8  were 
dropped  for  poor  scholarship  and  14  withdrew  voluntarily;  of 
these  14,  8  were  very  low  in  their  classes;  in  fact,  6  were  un- 
der the  discipline  of  the  major  warning.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  few  of  the  juniors  and  sophomores  who  are  very  low  in 
their  studies  are  prominent  in  various  outside  activities  of  the 
college.  They  are  for  the  most  part  the  students  who  have 
not  energy  or  ambition  enough  to  devote  themselves  in  a 
whole  souled  fashion  to  any  undertaking.  Dropped  freshmen 
are  likely  to  be  of  the  same  type.  It  is  usually  customary  to 
allow  a  student  who  has  been  dropped  to  return  to  college  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  year  and  take  over  again  the  work  in 
which  he  had  been  deficient,  so  that  whereas  an  unusually  able 
man  can  graduate  in  three  and  one  half  years,  an  unusually 
slow  member  of  the  college  may  sometimes  need  four  and  one 
half  or  five  years  to  obtain  his  degree.  This  fact  should  be 
recalled  when  one  hears  the  criticism  that  the  college  is  in- 
clined to  treat  all  of  its  men  in  the  same  fashion. 

CLASS  LOSSES  IN  THE  LAST  TWENTY  YEARS 

The  sixteen  classes  up  to  1908  show  a  comparatively 
slight  percentage  of  loss,  although  there  are  one  or  two  fluc- 
tuations. During  those  years  the  number  of  men  graduating 
was  about  90  per  cent  of  those  entering.  The  five  classes 
from  1908  to  1912  show  a  much  higher  percentage  of  loss,  and 
the  graduating  number  is  about  72  per  cent  of  those  entering. 
It  may  be  a  mere  coincidence  that  the  change  came  just  at  the 
time  when  admission  to  college  by  examination  only  was 
given  up.  Perhaps  today  more  boys  are  coming  to  college, 
and  perhaps  there  is  too  much  scattering  in  their  preparatory 
work.  Undoubtedly  the  entrance  examination  system  sifted 
out  unfit  candidates  and  resulted  in  securing  class  solidarity 
earlier. 
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Percentage  of  Loss 
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Under  this  system,   old  fashioned   as  it   must   now   be 
called,  for  many  years  Bowdoin  shared  with  Yale  the  reputa- 
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tion  of  losing  fewer  men  than  did  the  other  New  England  col- 
leges. On  the  other  hand  this  table  is  a  refutation  of  the 
theory  often  advanced  that  if  it  is  easier  to  get  into  college  it 

is  hard  to  get  red  of  undesirable  men.  In  a  good  college,  if 
the  standards  of  admission  have  been  widened,  the  sifting 
process  in  the  college  will  inevitably  be  greater.  Whether  the 
older  system  by  which  the  merits  of  the  man  were  somewhat 
rigorously  weighed  before  he  entered  college,  or  whether  the 
present  plan  by  which  more  men  enter  college  and  see  what 
they  can  do  after  entrance,  is  the  more  beneficial  to  students 
and  college  is  a  very  debatable  question.

In  the  geographical  distribution  the  percentage  of  students 
in  all  other  states  than  Maine  is  25.5  as  against  26  last  year. 
The  number  is  85  as  against  87  last  year.  Sixteen  states  are 
represented,  exactly  the  same  number  as  last  year. 
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This  table  has  been  made  from  the  address  list  recently 
published  by  the  College ;  but  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to 
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leave  out  the  alumni  of  the  College  who  graduated  in  the  last 
five  years,  inasmuch  as  many  are  still  in  professional  schools, 
or  not  yet  permanently  located.  A  good  many  men  who  are 
here  listed  as  being  in  Maine  in  reality  are  so  placed  because 
the  College  keeps  their  addresses  at  their  old  homes  when 
they  are  drifting  about  or  when  their  present  abode  is  un- 
known. If  the  younger  alumni  are  counted,  every  state  in  the 
Union  except  Delaware  contains  one  or  more  graduates  of  the 
College.  The  wide  distribution  of  the  alumni  gives  rise  to  the 
hope  of  the  College  that  each  year  more  and  more  students  in 
different  parts  of  the  country  will  have  their  attention  turned 
to  Bowdoin.  The  formation  of  alumni  associations  in  Den- 
ver, San  Francisco  and  China  is  encouraging.

Of  the  total  number  of  teachers,  46  or  nearly  20  per  cent 
are  graduates  of  five  years  or  less ;  and  as  only  a  few  of  these 
men  are  likely  to  remain  in  the  teaching  profession  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  the  College  is  not  turning  out  as  large  a 
number  of  teachers  proportionately  as  she  did  some  years  ago. 
Whether  this  is  a  reflection  on  the  College  or  on  the  present 
status  of  the  teaching  profession  can  be  left  to  the  public  to 
determine. 

OCCUPATIONS  OF  MEN  IN  GRADUATING  CLASS 

As  if  to  deny  the  assertion  in  the  last  paragraph,  it  happens 
that  of  the  present  senior  class  14  out  of  85  have  stated  that 
they  intend  to  teach,  but  very  few  are  going  into  this,  one  of 
the  highest  of  the  professions,  permanently.  Thirteen  of  the 
class  are  to  enter  business;  9  to  study  medicine;  9  to  study 
law;  8  are  to  go  on  with  graduate  work;  3  are  to  take  up 
chemistry,  1  biology,  1  forestry,  2  engineering;  one  is  to  go, 
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into  some  form  of  Y.M.C.A.  work ;  one  is  to  fit  himself  to  be 
a  medical  missionary,  4  (and  of  these  3  are  graduates  of  the 
Bangor.  Theological  Seminary)  are  to  go  into  the  ministry; 
and  21  have  announced  themselves  as  still  undecided.  That  a 
quarterof  the  class  so  soon  before  graduation  should  register 
as  undecided  is  somewhat  surprising  and  would  give  point  to 
the  jocular  comments  of  the  outside  world  on  the  perennial 
hunt  of  the  college  man  for  a  job  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that 
many  of  these  young  men  have  in  reality  made  up  their  minds, 
but  are  not  yet  ready  to  go  on  record.  It  takes  the  members 
of  a  class  a  very  few  months  after  graduation  to  get  on  their 
feet.

Although  the  College  is  at  present  largely  on  the  elective 
basis,  except  in  the  Freshman  year,  the  fact  that  only  a  lim- 
ited number  of  courses  are  available  causes  the  work  to  be 
pretty  generally  distributed  among  the  various  departments. 
And  yet  in  the  present  Senior  class  of  85  the  following  num- 
ber have  had  no  college  courses  at  all  in  the  subjects  indi- 
cated: Economics,  4;  Classics,  9;  Science,  10;  Philosophy,  13 
(but  of  these  12  have  had  courses  in  Psychology)  ;  History, 
23 ;  Mathematics,  25.  The  requirements  for  the  degree  are 
such  that  all  regular  students  have  had  college  instruction  in 
modern  languages  and  in  English.  A  provision  by  the  Fac- 
ulty that  every  student  should  elect  a  year's  work  in  the  prin- 
cipal groups  here  represented  would  affect  the  election  of 
comparatively  few  men  and  would  insure  that  every  graduate 
should  have  a  well  proportioned  and  well  rounded  course. 
The  table  shows  also  that  a  provision  that  a  student  should 
complete  a  year's  work  in  a  subject  before  getting  credit  for 
a  half  year  course  would  also  be  no  hardship. 

The  evil  caused  by  students  taking  too  many  courses  and 
hence  doing  scattered  and  ineffective  work  has  been  reduced 
by  the  regulation  that  no  man  can  take  more  than  five  courses 
unless  his  grades  in  more  than  half  of  his  courses  of  the  pre- 
vious semester  are  of  the  honor  quality,  that  is  B  or  better. 
At  present  twenty  men  are  taking  six  courses. 

RECORD  OF  CANDIDATES  FOR  B.S.  DEGREE 

In  the  present  Freshman  Class,  7  are  candidates  for  the 
B.S.  degree,  and  74  for  the  A.B.  degree.  If  the  grades  se- 
cured during  the  past  semester  are  reduced  to  a  mathematical 
basis,  the  average  rank  of  the  B.S.  candidates  is  76.4;  of  the 
A.B.  men,  74. ;  of  the  whole  class,  74.2.  The  work  of  the  B.S. 
candidates  compares  very  favorably  with  that  of  the  other 
men  and  justifies  the  expectation  that  the  change  in  require- 
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ments  will  not  bring  in  many  unprepared  students  but  will 
offer  an  opportunity  to  good  men  who  have  had  no  Latin  to 
enter  Bowdoin.  It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  the 
number  of  subjects  accepted  for  entrance  has  not  been  in- 
creased ;  points  must  be  gained  as  heretofore  in  English,  lan- 
guage, history,  mathematics  and  science,  the  only  difference 
being  that  a  classical  language  is  not  required.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  three  of  the  seven  candidates  offered  Latin  for  admis- 
sion. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  OUTSIDE  ACTIVITIES 

In  a  small  college,  such  as  ours,  there  is  a  constant  ten- 
dency on  the  part  of  the  undergraduates  to  concentrate  of- 
fices and  honors  and  to  load  a  capable  man  with  more  college 
duties  than  he  can  safely  carry.  The  Faculty  has  suggested 
to  the  Student  Council  that  it  devise  some  scheme  whereby 
college  offices  and  honors  may  be  judiciously  distributed  so 
that  not  only  the  best  men  may  be  relieved,  but  that  also  less 
conspicuous  men  may  have  a  fair  chance  to  show  their  ability. 

If  outside  activities  are  likely  to  take  too  much  attention 
from  the  scholarly  work  of  the  best  men  in  college,  converse- 
ly men  of  the  highest  standing  are  likely  to  take  their  full 
share  in  college  life;  the  emphasis  that  is  laid  upon  the  desir- 
ability of  service  in  the  various  organizations  results  in  turn- 
ing out  very  few  men  who  are  mere  scholars.  In  fact  the 
high  rank  men  often  take  more  than  their  share  of  college 
honors.  An  examination  of  the  records  of  the  51  men  who 
since  1902  have  graduated  Summa  Cum  Laude  shows  that  the 
highest  scholars  are  actively  interested  in  all  kinds  of  student 
affairs.  Of  these  51  men,  there  have  been  9  class  presidents; 
5  class  vice-presidents;  7  class  secretaries;  10  managers  of 
varsity  teams;  3  captains  of  teams;  11  members  of  teams;  9 
college  editors ;  9  members  of  musical  clubs ;  and  4  leaders  of 
these  clubs.  In  other  words,  this  group  of  high  scholars  con- 
sisting of  about  8  per  cent  of  the  total  number  graduating  in- 
cludes 45  per  cent  of  the  class  presidents,  35  per  cent  of  the 
secretaries,  33  1-3  per  cent  of  the  managers,  25  per  cent  of

class  vice-presidents,  20  per  cent  of  leaders  of  musical  clubs, 
10  per  cent  of  the  captains  of  college  teams  and  managers. 
And  it  should  be  remembered  that  these  are  not  only  honor 
men :  they  are  the  highest  honor  men.  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able 
to  record  such  a  close  union  of  scholarship  and  student  citi- 
zenship.

The  Friar's  Cup  won  last  year  by  Delta  Upsilon,  has  been 
again  won  twice  by  that  fraternity:  that  is,  for  the  second 
semester  of  1910-1911  and  for  the  first  semester  of  1911-1912. 
This  is  a  record  to  be  proud  of.  Beta  Theta  Pi  was  second  ia 
the  second  term  of  last  year :  and  Alpha  Delta  Phi  was  second 
this  year. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  DORMITORIES 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Faculty  has  made  the  following  regulations  for 
the  rooms.    They  should  do  away  with  the  former  custom  of 
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fraternities  holding  the  rooms  for  their  own  men;  now  that 
each  fraternity  has  its  own  chapter  house  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  there  should  be  no  concentration  in  the  different  ends. 

REGULATIONS 

All  students  who  wish  to  retain  their  rooms  for  the  succeed- 
ing year  must  signify  their  intention  prior  to  June  first. 

Shortly  before  the  close  of  each  college  year,  the  Treasurer 
will  give  public  notice  of  time  and  place  for  drawing  rooms 
for  the  ensuing  year ;  the  right  of  choice  being  given  to  the 
classes  in  the  order  of  seniority,  beginning  with  the  Juniors. 

A  student  on  entering  College  is  permitted  to  choose  from  the 
rooms  which  are  vacant  at  the  time  of  his  request,  by  mak- 
ing application  at  the  Treasurer's  Office  and  signing  a 
Room  Contract  which  binds  the  signer  to  be  responsible  for 
the  rent  of  the  room  for  one  academic  year ;  also  for  all  un- 
necessary damage  that  the  room  may  receive. 

Upon  signing  a  Room  Contract  at  the  Treasurer's  Office  a  de- 
posit of  $10.00  will  be  required  which  is  credited  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  signer  if  he  occupies  the  room.  If  for  any 
reason  he  fails  to  occupy  the  room,  the  deposit  will  be  for- 
feited. 

Rooms  are  not  transferable. 

If  for  any  reason,  and  at  any  time  prior  to  the  second  Thurs- 
day in  September  a  signer  wishes  to  be  released,  his  re- 
quest will  be  granted  upon  the  forfeiture  of  his  deposit. 

LIST  OF  POPULAR  MEN 

Last  year  in  my  report  a  list  of  the  first  scholars  of  the  Col- 
lege was  presented.  This  year  it  may  be  interesting  for  pur- 
poses of  comparison  and  record  to  print  the  names  of  the  men 
who  since  1876  have  been  at  the  Ivy  Day  exercises  elected 
popular  men.  The  popular  man  is  almost  always  an  athlete ; 
he  is  sometimes  a  scholar;  indeed  14  out  of  the  37  here  given 
belong  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa;  but  he  is  above  all  heartily  well 
respected  and  liked  by  his  class-mates.

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CONCLUSION 

The  year  has  passed  quietly  with  very  few  cases  of  disci- 
pline to  attend  to,  and  with  about  the  usual  number  of  delin- 
quents to  try  to  keep  in  line.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  once 
more  the  gratitude  of  the  College  toward  the  various  frater- 
nities for  their  hearty  cooperation.  Probably  there  has  never 
been  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  College  when  the  eight  fra- 
ternities were  on  a  more  even  footing  than  they  are  today, 
and  when  so  many  strong  men  can  be  found  in  each.  The 
solution  proposed  for  the  non-fraternity  problem  will  relieve 
the  College  of  some  criticism.  It  makes  all  the  more  neces- 
sary at  some  future  time  a  Bowdoin  Union,  a  club  house 
where  all  the  members  of  the  College,  without  regard  to  fra- 
ternity, class  or  faculty  membership,  may  meet  on  a  common 
basis.  Another  building  that  experience  in  the  office  shows  to 
be  highly  desirable  is  an  infirmary.  The  College  has  been  very 
fortunate  to  escape  some  pretty  serious  epidemics;  and  the 
facilities  for  caring  in  the  ends  for  students  who  are  ill  are 
very  inadequate.  Finally,  the  College  needs  much  more  than 
it  has  ever  had  in  the  past  the  active  cooperation  of  the 
alumni  in  turning  the  attention  of  high  school  boys  to  the  fact 
that  Bowdoin  is  today  striving  to  live  up  to  the  best  ideals  of 
the  small  New  England  college  which  prides  itself  in  offering 
a  liberal  education.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  MEDICAL 

SCHOOL 

To  the  President,  Trustees  and  Overseers  of  Bowdoin  Col- 
lege: 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  concerning 
the  Medical  School  of  Maine  for  the  year  1911-12. 

During  this  year  the  school  has  lost  the  valued  services,  ex- 
tending over  a  period  of  more  than  forty  years,  of  Dr.  Alfred 
Mitchell.  Another  resignation  which  the  faculty  regretfully 
recommended  you  to  accept  is  that  of  Hon.  L.  A.  Emery,  from 
the  Chair  of  Medical  Jurisprudence.  Our  distinguished  col- 
league, Dr.  F.  H.  Gerrish,  also,  has  resigned  from  the  Profes- 
sorship of  Surgery,  but  continues  as  an  active  member  of  the 
executive  faculty. 

The  number  of  teachers  in  the  Medical  School  is  now  fifty- 
one.  Fifteen  of  these,  with  three  representatives  from  the 
boards,  constitute,  at  present  the  executive  faculty.  The  ten- 
dency toward  specialization  in  medical  teaching,  together 
with  the  promotions  to  full  professorships  which  have  been 
sanctioned  by  custom,  would  soon  expand  this  executive  body 
to  a  membership  which  might  prove  too  large  to  be  efficient. 

The  entering  class  this  year  contains  thirty-five  men, — a 
larger  number  than  usual  and  considerably  larger  than  can  be 
taught  clinically,  to  the  best  advantage,  in  the  later  years  of 
the  course.  The  entering  class  of  next  year,  however,  is  ex- 
pected to  be  small,  as  a  result  of  the  requirement  of  at  least 
one  year  of  college  work  before  entrance. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  funds  contributed  one  year  ago, 
for  the  equipment  of  the  school,  has  been  expended  in  de- 
veloping the  laboratories  of  anatomy,  of  physiology,  and  of 
pathology,  at  Brunswick.     At  the  beginning  of  the  present 
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year,  an  unexpected  need  for  laboratory  facilities  in  histology 
was  relieved  promptly  by  the  kindness  of  Professor  Copeland 
and  the  authorities  of  the  college,  who  extended  the  hospitali- 
ties of  the  laboratory  of  biology  in  the  Searles  Building, 
where  the  medical  class  has  been  admirably  provided  for, 
throughout  the  year. 

The  classes  of  the  third  and  fourth  years,  receiving  their 
instruction  in  Portland,  have  been  of  smaller  size,  and  thus  in- 
dividual clinical  teaching  has  been  feasible..  The  schedules 
are  crowded,  as  in  other  schools  whose  methods  we  emulate. 
Much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  present  year,  in  the 
direction  of  Bringing  students  into  more  intimate  contact  with 
patients  whom  they  study  as  cases. 

Of  many  conditions  which  justify  hopefulness  in  regard  to 
the  future  of  the  Medical  School,  an  access  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  college  stands  first.  In  so  far  as  absence  of  such 
interest  on  the  part  of  your  boards  for  ninety  years  has  been 
caused  by  a  feeling  that  the  medical  faculty  prefer  to  be  inde- 
pendent, such  a  cause  no  longer  exists.  Independent  medical 
schools  are  seeking  affiliation  with  universities, — non-commer- 
cial relations,  of  a  kind  to  justify  appeals  for  endowment. 
Endowment  has  become  essential  to  the  life  of  medical 
schools. 

On  the  material  side,  also,  the  past  year  has  brought  us  en- 
couragement. Of  the  preliminary  subscriptions  for  increase 
of  our  resources,  amounting  to  about  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
most  of  those  which  were  conditional  have  been  made  abso- 
lute. The  gift  of  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hugh  J.  Chisholm,  for  the  erection  of  a  dispensary,  is 
assured;  and  construction  of  the  building  is  about  to  begin. 
The  will  of  Miss  Almira  Hasty,  of  Portland,  has  been  admit- 
ted to  probate.  By  the  terms  of  this  will  the  Medical  School 
of  Maine  has  been  made  residuary  legatee.  After  payment  of 
other  bequests,  the  income  of  two-thirds  of  the  remainder  will 
become  immediately  available  for  the  uses  of  the  school.  The 
remaining  one-third  is  to  accumulate  until  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  is  reached  and  the  whole  amount  will  then 
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constitute  an  endowment- fund  for  the  uses  of  the  school.  It 
is  estimated  that  this  bequest  will  add  immediately  to  the  in- 
come of  the  school  about  eight  hundred  dollars  annually. 

Associations  for  the  advancement  of  medical  instruction,  as 
well  as  certain  state  boards,  are  insisting  upon  a  need  of  in- 
struction by  "full-time  teachers,"  especially  in  the  preliminary 
scientific  branches  of  medicine.  In  conformity  with  this  need 
the  faculty  are  recommending  changes  which  necessitate  a 
relatively  small  increase  in  expenditures. 

The  criticisms  to  which  medical  schools  have  been  sub- 
jected of  late,  have  brought  into  relief  certain  prospects  for 
permanent  life  in  our  own  school.  A  strengthening  of  the 
bonds  of  union  with  Bowdoin  College,  a  prospective  increase 
in  material  endowment,  the  prestige,  especially  in  Maine,  of 
many  years  of  usefulness  and  a  considerable  body  of  alumni, 
organization  and  partial  equipment  at  Brunswick  for  excel- 
lent instruction  in  the  primary  branches  of  medical  education, 
and  opportunities  in  Portland  for  individual  clinical  teaching 
of  approved  character,  give  to  our  school  a  mission,  a  foot- 
hold and  an  opportunity.  We  are  working  to  maintain  a 
school  which  is  small  and  good.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF 
BOWDOIN  COLLEGE 


In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  College,  the  Librarian 
presents  to  the  Visiting  Committee  his  twenty-ninth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  May  i,  1912.  The  financial  state- 
ment, however,  relates  to  the  college  financial  year  which 
closed  a  month  before  this  date. 

SIZE  AND  GROWTH 

The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library,  inclusive  of 
5,000  belonging  to  the  Medical  School  of  Maine,  is  103,035. 
The  accessions  for  the  past  twelve  months  have  been  2,000; 
of  these  1,079  were  purchased  at  an  average  cost  of  $2.08;  5 
were  obtained  by  exchange;  205  came  from  binding  periodi- 
cals, and  711  were  given  by  various  donors.  As  heretofore 
the  Appendix  to  this  report  gives  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
growth  of  the  collection  during  the  year  and  its  contents  by 
the  different  classes  in  which  it  is  arranged. 

PURCHASES 

Among  the  purchases  may  be  noted  the  last  edition  of  Al- 
len, Commercial  organic  analysis,  6  v.;  Banks,  History  of 
Martha's  Vineyard,  2  v. ;  Levasseur,  Histoire  des  classes  ouv- 
rieres,  4  v.;  Wilcox,  Municipal  franchises,  2  v.;  Turgenev, 
Novels  and  stories,  16  v.;  Migne,  Patrologiae  cursus  com- 
pletus,  217  v. 

GIFTS 

The  notable  gift  of  the  year  came  to  us  through  the  agency 
of  Professor  Lunt  from  a  source  that  has  repeatedly  met  the 
needs  of  the  Department  of  History  and  Government  with  the 
greatest  liberality.  For  over  seventy  years  the  library  has 
possessed  the  publications  of  the  Record  Commission  of  Great 
Britain  that  were  issued  previous  to  1840.  This  collection  is 
now  to  be  made  complete  and  its  usefulness  more  than  quad- 
rupled by  the  addition  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers,  the 
Chronicles  and  Memorials  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  dur- 
ing the  middle  ages,  ancj  a  complete  set  of  the  reports  pf  the 
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Historical  Manuscripts  Commission.  Together  these  afford 
facilities  for  research  work  in  English  history,  that  few  col- 
lege libraries  can  offer. 

The  Maine  Historical  Society  has  added  to  our  collection 
of  state  documents  seventy  volumes  of  the  publications  of 
Wisconsin  and  Michigan.  In  memory  of  his  brother,  George 
R.  Swasey  of  the  Class  of  1875,  Henry  W.  Swasey,  Esq.,  of 
Portland  has  presented  twenty-three  volumes  relating  to  Ro- 
man and  to  German  law.  Miss  Maud  Mason  has  given  a 
selection  of  volumes  from  the  library  of  her  father,  the  late 
Rev.  Edward  B.  Mason,  D.D.  Valuable  and  interesting  auto- 
graph letters  have  been  received  from  Gen.  Thomas  H.  Hub- 
bard and  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Riley,  Jr.  The  former  has  given  to 
the  College  and  arranged  for  exhibition  in  the  library  one  of 
the  sledges  used  by  Admiral  Peary  in  his  journey  to  the  North 
Pole.  The  case  containing  this  has  been  properly  labeled  and 
has  become  one  of  the  attractions  of  Hubbard  Hall. 

DUPLICATES 

The  Librarian,  with  the  approval  of  the  Library  Committee, 
has  sent  from  our  store  of  duplicates  nearly  one  hundred 
volumes  to  the  Bangor  Public  Library,  whose  collection  was 
recently  destroyed  by  fire ;  and  about  the  same  number  to  the 
library  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  University  at  Cumberland 
Gap,  Tenn.  The  close  connection  of  former  officers  of  Bow- 
doin  with  each  of  these  institutions  seemed  to  make  this  an 
appropriate  disposition  of  books,  valuable  as  to  subject  mat- 
ter, but  not  available  for  sale  because  of  library  stamps  or 
condition. 

CIRCULATION 

The  number  of  books  charged  to  borrowers  for  use  outside 
the  library  building  is  8,687.  The  largest  circulation  for  a 
single  month  is  1,217  m  January,  which  exceeds  that  of  any 
month  since  a  record  has  been  kept ;  the  smallest,  219,  in  July. 
The  circulation  for  last  year  was  7,927,  the  largest  number  for 
pne  month  being  993  in  January,  the  smallest,  333,  in  July. 
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FINANCIAL    STATEMENT 

The  contents  of  the  itemized  bills  on  file  at  the  Treasurer's 
Office  are  roughly  classified  below,  to  show  the  character  of 
the  expenditures  and  the  sources  of  the  income  of  the  library. 
Owing  to  payment  being  made  in  this  fiscal  year  for  furniture 
ordered  in  the  preceding,  this  item  is  much  larger  than  the 
normal  expenditure.  On  the  other  hand,  the  expenditure  for 
janitor  and  desk  clerk  is  less  than  usual  because  the  Treasur- 
er's books  were  closed  March  31st  rather  than  May  10th  as  in 
other  years.  The  apparent  cost  of  Library  supplies  will  be 
lessened  by  a  large  rebate  when  the  bills  for  the  General  Cat- 
alogue are  presented,  since  all  stationery  and  postage  used 
during  the  year  have  been  charged  under  this  head.

CATALOGUE 

There  have  been  inserted  in  the  catalogue  this  year  12,575 
standard  size  cards,  of  these  3,223  were  for  accessions,  9,352 
replaced  small  cards.    Of  the  cards  for  accessions  2,740  were 
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bought  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  159  were  printed  cards 
bought  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Publishing  Board,  7  were  bought  of 
Harvard  College  Library  and  317  were  typewritten.  Of  the 
9,352  cards  which  replaced  small  cards  6,134  were  bought  of 
the  Library  of  Congress,  38  from  Harvard  College  Library 
and  3,180  were  typewritten.  A  student  assistant  copied  2,110 
of  the  typewritten  cards.  Ninety-eight  drawers  of  the  cat- 
alogue have  been  revised ;  in  other  words,  the  replacement  of 
the  90,000  small  cards  which  composed  our  catalogue  in  1905 
is  half  completed.  When  this  important  work  is  finished  it 
will  be  a  striking  testimonial  to  the  persistence  and  fidelity  of 
the  cataloguer  who  has  carried  on  the  task  in  addition  to  her 
regular  duties  and  with, little  assistance  save  in  the  mechani- 
cal operation  of  copying  cards  selected  and  afterwards  re- 
vised by  herself. 

THE  GENERAL  CATALOGUE 

The  General  Catalogue  of  1912  is  now  being  printed  and  at 
this  writing  nineteen  forms,  or  304  pages,  have  gone  to  press. 
While  the  collection  of  material  for  this,  the  fourth  issue  in 
English  of  the  official  record  of  the  graduates  and  officers  of 
the  institution,  has  been  going  on  since  its  authorization  in 
1910,  the  actual  preparation  of  the  copy  for  the  printer  began 
last  December.  This  has  been  laborious  and  has  revealed  in 
a  very  practical  way  the  fallibility  of  proofreaders  and  print- 
ers. For  it  was  assumed  that  dates  which  had  been  once  veri- 
fied and  twice  reprinted  could  be  relied  upon.  The  number  of 
cases  in  which  the  contrary  has  proved  true  is  alarming  and 
leads  one  to  fear  that  accuracy  for  successive  editions  can  be 
secured  only  by  the  use  of  stereotyped  plates.  Instances  in 
the  Catalogue  of  1902  where  the  interchange  of  numerals  by 
the  printer  was  not  noticed  by  the  proofreader  have  resulted 
in  some  laughable  errors,  which  are  easily  recognized  as  such, 
but  which  naturally  lessen  the  reader's  confidence  in  the  con- 
text. To  verify  as  far  as  possible  the  facts  and  dates  for  the 
new  edition,  nearly  one  thousand  letters  have  been  sent  out 
gince  printing  wag  commenced,  giving  the  alumnus,  as  a  rule, 
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the  exact  paragraph  relating  to  himself,  and  asking  for  cor- 
rections. Unfortunately  delay  on  the  part  of  the  mails  or  of 
the  alumnus  has  prevented  the  appearance  in  its  proper  place 
of  some  of  the  information  thus  secured. 

This  catalogue  gives  the  date  and  place  of  birth,  also  of 
death,  when  occasion  demands,  and  the  academic  degrees  of 
every  graduate.  It  also  mentions  with  greater  fullness  than 
ever  before  residences  and  occupations  throughout  life,  ser- 
vice in  the  army  and  navy,  in  legislatures,  state  and  national, 
appointment  to  the  higher  political  and  judicial  offices  and  to 
the  presidency  of  state  and  national  societies.  It  was  soon 
found,  however,  that,  in  order  to  keep  the  volume  within  rea- 
sonable size  and  not  to  allow  its  cost  to  exceed  the  amount  ap- 
propriated, various  details  would  have  to  be  omitted,  though 
they  seemed  appropriate  to  an  alumni  record.  Such  are  ser- 
vice upon  school  boards ;  official  positions  in  state  militia  and 
on  the  staff  of  state  executives ;  membership  in  national  liter- 
ary, historical  and  scientific  societies;  in  case  of  physicians, 
service  as  U.  S.  Pension  examiners,  on  local  boards  of  health, 
and  in  hospitals  or  on  the  staff  of  hospitals ;  in  case  of  law- 
yers, practice  before  the  United  States  courts ;  in  case  of  busi- 
ness men,  the  holding  of  offices  in  large  corporations.  In 
nearly  all  these  instances  the  difficulty  was  twofold,  lack  of 
space  to  deal  fully  with  the  living,  and  lack  of  ability  to  deal 
fairly  with  the  dead.  To  a  greater  degree  than  in  most  publi- 
cations of  this  sort,  individual  paragraphs  vary  little  in  length. 
In  fact,  the  longest  relate  usually  to  alumni  whose  fortune  led 
them  to  change  their  residence  frequently,  rather  than  to 
those  who  have  won  the  widest  fame. 

It  was  also  thought  best  to  print  separately  the  post  office 
addresses  of  the  living.  This  has  been  done  at  a  moderate 
cost  in  a  pamphlet  of  seventy-two  pages,  which  is  now  being 
mailed  to  all  who  express  a  desire  for  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 
MEDICAL   SCHOOL 

The  Librarian  of  the  Medical  School  of  Maine  submits  the 
following  as  his  fifteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
May  10,  1912. 

The  library  still  numbers  5,000  volumes.  The  policy  of  per- 
manently removing  from  the  library  the  same  number  of  vol- 
umes as  are  added  has  been  continued  for  another  year.  The 
volumes  removed  have  been  chiefly  duplicates  of  medical  pe- 
riodicals. The  accessions  of  the  year  number  75  volumes,  of 
which  40  were  purchases  and  35  gifts. 

The  purchases  of  the  year  include  Osier,  Modern  Medicine, 
7  v.,  Stedman,  Practical  Medical  Dictionary,  Berry,  Clinical 
Atlas  of  Anatomy,  Cushing,  Textbook  of  Pharmacology  and 
Therapeutics,  5th  ed.  and  Abderhalden,  Biochemischen  Hand- 
lexicon,  7  v.  The  medical  periodicals  taken  by  the  library 
have  been  bound  promptly  and  recent  volumes  are  kept  with 
the  current  numbers  for  easy  access  in  the  Reference  Room 
of  the  library. 

Among  the  gifts  may  be  mentioned  a  set  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Reports  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  from  Ernest  B. 
Young,  M.D.,  and  a  copy  of  the  memorial  edition  of  Vallery- 
Radot,  Life  of  Pasteur,  2  v.,  from  Sir  William  Osier,  Bart. 

The  Librarian  would  express  his  gratitude  for  the  appro- 
priations made  last  year  for  the  department  in  his  charge. 
That  they  have  not  been  expended  in  their  entirety  is  due  to 
the  circumstance  that  it  has  seemed  unwise  to  catalogue  and 
classify  the  books  in  the  Medical  School  Building  at  Portland. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Maine  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and 
the  administration  of  the  Journal  of  the  Maine  Medical  Asso- 
ciation more  convenient  facilities  have  become  available  to 
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scholarly  members  of  the  two  higher  classes  than  we  could 
hope  to  offer  in  our  own  structure.  It  is  now  believed  that  ar- 
rangements can  be  made  eventually  to  unite  existing  medical 
libraries  in  Portland  so  as  to  increase  their  usefulness  and  in- 
sure a  more  rapid  growth.  Meanwhile  the  usual  appropria- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  books  for  our  own  collection  is  re- 
quested for  the  ensuing  year.

At  the  request  of  The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  the  por- 
traits of  the  Hon.  William  Bowdoin  by  Robert  Feke  and  of 
Dr.  James  MacSparran  by  John  Smibert  were  loaned  for  ex- 
hibition in  a  collection  of  Colonial  Portraits  at  The  Museum 
from  November  sixth  to  December  thirty-first,  191 1.
